TROOPS IN PITCHED 
BAHLE WITH BANDIT 
REBELS IN MEXICO

who wrecked and attacked a fast pas­ 
senger train with American passen­ 
gers aboard was reported in newspa­ 
per dispatches received here. 
The train wrecked in Queretaro is 
one of the fastest operated by the N a­ 
tional railways. It connects with the 
Sunshine Special of the Missouri Pa­ 
cific at Laredo, on the American bor­ 
der. The military escort aboard the 
train repulsed the bandits 
after 30 
minutes’ fighting. No foreign passen­ 
gers were injured. 
One bandits was killed and one sol­ 
dier was wounded. An express messen­ 
ger aboard the train was killed when 
the locomotive, two express cars, one 
second class and one first class pas­ 
senger coach were overturned where 
the bandits had torn up part of the 
track.

BROWN, A POTENT FACTOR— 
Marshaling their forces in a unanimous appeal to Earle Brown, 
former Hennepin county sheriff and chief of the state highway patrol, 
Minnesota Republicans drafted their most formidable threat to capture 
the governors’ chair at the state conference held in St. Paul last week. 
And, Brow.: ’ as accepted, stating that he would immediately resign 
iiis pc , with lh /a*rol to begin an active campaign for the guberna­ 
torial honor. 


Characteristic of l it en was his exclamation following his 
unanimous endorsement.: 
“ I have been surprised and embarrassed 
at the developments of the last fe- 
days. 
When I made my state­ 
ment the other day that I would not be a candidate for governor it was 
in good faith. 
I have done everything ossible I could since that time 
to keep my name from being used in this connection.” 
But, the party was not to be denied its chief threat to wrest the 
governorship for its own. 
In selecting Brown it has drafted the most 
logical man for the post. 
Brown s popularity is state-wide and his 
vision and foresight make him not only a potent factor in the race but 
an unusually fine executive. 


Accompanying Brown s acceptance was a deafening roar of 
approval by the convention delegates. 
They realize that, at last, they 
had cori a led the man of the ir choice and they were not hesitant to 
show their enthusiasm in the harmonious climax. 
Minnesota will lose a apable law official in Brown but Repub­ 
licans believe this loss will be more than overshadowed by his execu­ 
tive ability as governor. 


WAR BUDGET BILL VS. BRAINERD— 
Few of we Brainerd people can realize just how’ an appropria­ 
tion bill now before congress can have a direct affect upon Brainerd. 
Vvhile scrupulous economic-mmded opponents and spendthrift pro­ 
ponents are spending their breath upon its consideration in debate, 
some of us fail to comprehend the full significance of such a measure. 
Reference is given to the war department budget bill. 
Of 
/'curse, its indirect benelits are immediately perceivable. 
But, just 
how cloes that directly affect Brainerd? 
lins question is suggested 
bv the newly formed Reserve Officers association. 
They answer it 
by saying that this bill holds the key to the possibility of securing an 
armory for this city. 
I o leave that thought tor a minute, let us enter into the many 
ramifications of the war department budget bill. 
It is an education 
in national defense itself. 
On the surface it provides for the appro­ 
priation of approximately $ 4 3 5,000,000 to carry out the functions of 
the war department during the next year. 
This figure represents a 
i.lash ot about $35,000,000 from last year's budget. 
Now, lo get back to the logical angle. 
Of particularly local 
significance is the fact that ii this bill is passed providing for the 
reduced budget there is no possibility whatever of securing an armory. 
Roughly speaking, an armory would bring an annual payroll of well 
over $ 10,000 to Brainerd. 
It would give the city a public auditorium. 
A convention hall would be available and, last but not the least of 
die hundreds of advantages of an armory, it would form a nucleus for 
a military unit that would attract not only a military brigade but a 
governmental agency that means much to any city. 
But the local significance is not the only phase to be reckoned 
with. 
Should this bill be slashed as proposed it would reduce the 
regular army now w’ell below the power of other nations. 
Just to 
prove this is the fact that the United States ranks fourteenth in military 
strength among the nations of the world. 
Strength of enlisted men would be reduced by 10,000 men. 
The commissioned staff would be pared 2,000, the national guard 
which is the first line of defense outside of the regular army, would 
be forced to be cut to 25 per cent of its normal strength. 
Postpone­ 
ment of the organization of reserve corps would be necessary and the 
ail-important Citizens Military Training camps would be done away 
with and civilian rifle clubs would cease to exist. 
Can our country afford to take such chances in wrecking its 
military power? 
Emphatically no, when the regular army already has
